LONDON, Deo. 18.—The details of 


the last Chilian victory state that an 
allied force of Peruvians and Bolivians, 
11.000 strong, marching northward from 
Soiia, to effect a junction with rein- 
forcements of 3,000 men under command 
of the President oi" Bolivia, attacked, 
on the 2Ut of November, the Chilian 
advanced corps of 6,000 men, who oc- 
cupied an intrenched position at Do- 
lores, n»ar Agna Santa. 
The Chilian 


heavy cannon decimated the ranks of 
the allies, whose cavalry charged three 
times upon the guns, and attempted to 
carry them off, but were unsuccessful. 
la the eveniag the rear of the Chilian 
force cafce up, and decided the day. 
The allied farces were driven back, and 
their camp was taken, in which thirteen 
cannon were found. 
Many wounded 


officers, including the Bolivian General 
Villegas, wen taken pritoaers. and an- 
other of tbe allied Generals was killed. 
The Chilian loss was h«avy. 


LEADVILLE, Dec. 18.—The horribly 


mutilated remains of a man were found 
on the Red Cliff road, a short distance 
from this city, to-day. One leg and a 
part of the body was goee, while the 
flesh was torn from tbe face and arms. 
A number of mountain wolves were 
lurking about the remains, and the sup- 
position entertained is that he lost his 
way and was attacked by the wolves, 
which are very ravenous at this season 
of tbe year, and killed.
